sarios. Panama is represented 
on Aruba by their consul, An- 
abel Arend-Mojica, who has 
expresses a strong desire to 
fortify liaisons between 
Aruba and Panama, and is 
convinced it will be mutually 
beneficial. 

Chamber of Commerce 
outgoing Head of Business 


Info and Support, Laureen 
Dix, invites island entrepre¬ 
neurs, particularly those who 
import wholesale and retail 
goods and foodstuffs to the 
island, to meet with the Pana¬ 
manian mission. “Panama is 
strategically located to distri¬ 
bute products from all over 
the world to the Caribbean, as 
well as being a source for co¬ 
mestibles and produce, which 
can be quickly transported to 
Aruba for less expense than 
Europe and the U.S.” she in¬ 
formed media. Presently, 
Panama stands #3 in import¬ 
ing goods to Aruba, behind 
the U.S. and Holland. 

The coordination of the 
two day session with the 
Panama Mission is being or¬ 
ganized by the Chamber of 
Commerce; they expect the 
presence of at least ten Pana¬ 
manian exporters, among 


them a number specializing 
in fresh produce, seafood and 
a variety of dairy products. 

This is the first time Aruba 
has received an economic 
mission from Panama; the re¬ 
sult of a very successful com¬ 
mercial meeting between 
Aruba’s Free Zone interests 
and Panamanian entrepre¬ 
neurs last year under the aus¬ 
pices of the Chamber of 
Commerce. During that ses¬ 
sion, representatives of local 
concerns such as Aruba 
Bank, Romar Trading and 
Paperworks accompanied 
Minister Hooyboer-Winklaar 
to Pana-ma, resulting in se¬ 
veral productive and prof¬ 
itable negotiations and 
agreements.

ORANJESTAD - A few 
weeks ago a large group of 
Aruban young people left 
Aruba for further study in the 
Netherlands. It has been proven 
statistically that a large percent¬ 
age of these young people will 
not return to their island upon 
completion of their studies. 
Many will chose to take on 
challenges in the Netherlands 
or elsewhere that they believe 
they will not find here in 
Aruba. Others will choose to 
stay in Holland longer to ac¬ 
quire more experience or to use 
the money they will earn in the 
Netherlands to begin repaying 
their educational loan. How¬ 
ever, whatever the reason for 
not returning, it is true that 
these young people would pre¬ 
fer above all else to return 
home. It is in this vein that our 
local Aruban companies need 
to find ways to recruit these 
young people and lure them 
back to Aruba. 

A group of Aruban “Young 
Professionals” living in the 
Netherlands believes that this is 
something that they can con¬ 
tribute to. “Flinks” is a com¬ 
pany mn by two Ambans and a 
Curacao colleague who also left 
their islands to study in the 
Netherlands. Following their 
education they established a 
company for the purpose of re¬ 
cruiting professionals to return 
to Aruba, Curacao and the other 


Dutch islands in the Caribbean. 
This group is organizing a 
major and unique event in Rot¬ 
terdam. The purpose of the 
event is to help Amban compa¬ 
nies to get in touch with profes¬ 
sionals, students and former 
Aruban students residing in the 
Netherlands. 

Through this means they 
wish to create a platform for 
Aruban companies to meet 
Aruban professionals and vice 
versa. The event, dubbed 
“Aruba Recruitment Event” or 
simply “ARE” will be held in 
Rotterdam at the beginning of 
December. Preparation for the 
event is in full swing. 

This week the group began 
a series of presentations with 
the support of the government 
of Aruba, who believes in the 
imitative. The benefits for 
Aruba being able to recruit our 
own Aruban professionals are 
many. A group of representa¬ 
tives of local companies, in¬ 
cluding banks, the utility 
companies and insurance com¬ 
panies attended the event to re¬ 
ceive all the relevant infor¬ 
mation regarding the plans of 
the ARE group. 

Similar events were carried 
out in the past, but none had a 
specific focus on local compa¬ 
nies who could recruit our pro¬ 
fessionals to return to Aruba to 
work.

The 7 Vlfaysyou can ruin a new 
employee -- Part 11 




Exemption AZV insurance 
persons of independent 
means 



Yesterday I presented 4 of the 
7 ways I believe an employer 
can ruin a new employee. Ap¬ 
parently that article spoke to 
many employers considering 
the many email responses I re¬ 
ceived with positive comments 
and questions. One employee 
remarked how he recalls his 
first days at the company he 
once worked for. He shared 
something of the suspicion he 
felt during their introduction of 
him to the company. 

Today I want to conclude 
the article with the remaining 
3 ways that an employer can 
ruin a new employee. The bot¬ 
tom line in all of the seven 
ways is to remember always 
that the employee you hire was 
hired to work, all the other 
things you do in those first 
days of his time with you may 
be very important, but they 
should never detract from or 
confuse the new employer 
about the primary objective for 
his being with your com¬ 
pany. . .he is there to work, pe¬ 
riod. In that context, as 
important as those other things 
may be, those he will learn, he 
will gather, he will acclimatize 
to in due course! 

Now let’s go to the 5th 
(refer to the article in yester¬ 
day’s paper for the first 4) way 
you can ruin a new employee. 
By the way, you may have no¬ 
ticed that each of the ways 
listed begins with the letter 
W.. .that should help you with 
the recall of the 7 ways later 
on: 

5. Wasted waiting moments 
in the interview process. Grant 
you, I know it is difficult to co¬ 
ordinate new employee orien¬ 
tation and training. Inter¬ 
viewers, human resource man¬ 


agers, trainers, and mentors get 
delayed or called away. But, 
when that happens, what mes¬ 
sage are you sending that new 
employee? It is very probable 
that that new employee who is 
sitting there waiting on you to 
come or to come back may de¬ 
cide you don’t value continual 
performance, or his time. To 
avoid this embarrassment to 
you and to a new employee, 
cut through the chase quickly 
and set the employee to work, 
orientation can always be con¬ 
ducted at some later time when 
you really have the time and 
can sit down calmly with the 
new employee and give him 
the info he needs. 

That new employee needs 
to learn right at the outset that 
job description is important but 

mission is everything.and 

he came to help you fulfill 
your mission! Get and keep 
him busy. 

6. Welcome modifications 
and changes from new em¬ 
ployees. You will agree that 
there is always some better 
way to perform just about any 
task. Certainly! However, if 
you allow new employees to 
“re-invent the wheel” before 
they fully understand how the 
wheel in your company actu¬ 
ally spins you will ruin them 
before they even get started 
right. Remember, that new em¬ 
ployee potentially will be with 
you for a long time, hence he 
will have all the time in the 
world to suggest changes and 
implement modifications as he 
learns the ropes and fully un¬ 
derstands what your mission as 
a company is. So, you need to, 
right off, be polite, and ask that 
new employee to hold their 
ideas for now and just do as 


they are told...a lot can and 
will happen later down the 
road! 

7. Wire new employees for 
Empowerment and authority. 
If you begin talking about em¬ 
powerment to a new employee 
you are making a big mis¬ 
take. . .that will ruin him. Every 
new employee must learn that 
empowerment is a privilege, 
not a right. Empowerment and 
authority is something every 
employee should earn. They 
need to earn the right to make 
major decisions and to take on 
additional authority. They 
must earn the right to be given 
latitude and discretion; they 
don’t just get this bestowed on 
them on orientation day. 
Earned empowerment is the 
only valid empowerment cul¬ 
ture. Obviously, you under¬ 
stand that this principle does 
not apply to someone being 
hired as a top executive in a 
company. 

Finally I conclude: An em¬ 
ployee’s accountability and re¬ 
sponsibility should always 
precede privilege. As a re¬ 
sponsible and intelligent em¬ 
ployer you need to give new 
employees the tools they need 
to succeed. Then make them 
earn greater authority and pri¬ 
vilege. You and the employee 
will be glad you did things this 
way. So, be careful not to ruin 
your new and prospective win¬ 
ning employee with the above 
7 ways.

ORANJESTAD - The condi¬ 
tions for persons of indepen¬ 
dent means to qualify for an 
exemption from the AZV in¬ 
surance obligation will be 
eased by means of a legislative 
amendment. 

This amendment implies 
that a foreign person of inde¬ 
pendent means qualifies for an 
exemption from the AZV, if 
he/she can prove that he/she: 

has been admitted to 
Aruba as a person of indepen¬ 
dent means based on a valid 
permit; and 

has a valid medical 
insurance in his/her country of 
origin, which insurance covers 
the costs of emergency care 
abroad. 

In anticipation of this le¬ 
gislative amendment, the Ex¬ 
ecutive Body will process 
exemption requests from per¬ 
sons of independent means ac¬ 
cordingly. 

At present, persons of inde¬ 
pendent means who already 
filed an exemption request in 
the past, which request was re¬ 


jected based on the former pol¬ 
icy, could possibly qualify for 
an exemption pursuant to this 
new policy. They may file a 
new request to that end with 
the AZV Executive Body, 
attn.: the Board. If the request 
is granted, the exemption will 
not take effect until June 28, 
2011. 

An exemption from the 
AZV insurance obligation 
leads to it that the person con¬ 
cerned is not obligated to pay 
contributions and also is not 
entitled to care at the expense 
of the AZV. 

As regards any person not 
falling under the category of 
persons of independent means 
and residing in Aruba based on 
a valid permit, the Executive 
Body will still only grant an 
exemption from the AZV, if 
there is question of the AZV 
overlapping with a foreign 
medical insurance that, just 
like the AZV, is based on a fo¬ 
reign statutory regulation and 
at least grants benefits similar 
to those of the AZV.

Climate change forces 
species to move fast: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Cli¬ 
mate change appears to be 
forcing many of the world’s 
creatures to migrate to more 
favorable locales up to three 
times faster than previously 
believed, a study said. 

Researchers compiled past 
studies on species migration 
and combined them into a 
meta-analysis that showed a 
clear trend toward cooler cli¬ 
mates, with the fastest moves 
in places where heating was 
most intense. 

"These changes are equiv¬ 
alent to animals and plants 
shifting away from the equa¬ 
tor at around 20 centimeters 
per hour, for every hour of the 
day, for every day of the year," 
said project leader Chris 
Thomas, biology professor at 
the University of York. 

"This has been going on 
for the last 40 years and is set 
to continue for at least the rest 
of this century." 

The study, which appears 
in the journal Science, was de¬ 
scribed by York ecology pro¬ 
fessor and co-author Jane Hill 
as "a summary of the state of 
world knowledge about how 
the ranges of species are re¬ 
sponding to climate change. 

The data came from studies 
of birds, mammals, reptiles, 


insects, spiders and plants in 
Europe, North America, 
Chile, Malaysia, and South 
Africa's Marion Island. 

By grouping the studies to¬ 
gether and analyzing their re¬ 
sults, researchers found for the 
first time a link between how 
hot it was getting and where 
organisms were moving. 

"This research shows that it 
is global warming that is caus¬ 
ing species to move towards 
the poles and to higher eleva¬ 
tions," said lead author I- 
Ching Chen, now a researcher 
at the Academia Sinica in Tai¬ 
wan. 

Previous studies have sug¬ 
gested that some species are at 
risk for extinction due to their 
change in habitat, but this 
study did not delve into which 
species might be most in peril. 

"Realization of how fast 
species are moving because of 
climate change indicates that 
many species may indeed be 
heading rapidly towards ex¬ 
tinction, where climatic con¬ 
ditions are deteriorating," said 
Thomas. 

"On the other hand, other 
species are moving to new 
areas where the climate has 
become suitable; so there will 
be some winners as well as 
many losers."

Are humans to blame for 
shark attacks? 


PARIS (AFP) - An apparent 
increase in shark attacks may 
well have a human cause, with 
low-cost air travel but also 
over-fishing and possibly 
global warming among the 
hidden suspects, say experts. 

Headlines this week were 
grabbed by a decision to close 
beaches in the Seychelles after 
a shark savaged a British hon- 
eymooner before the horrified 
gaze of his spouse, in the sec¬ 
ond fatal attack there in 15 
days. 

In Russia's Pacific coastal 
region of Primorye, a shark 
mauled a 16-year-old boy a 
day after a man lost his fore¬ 
arms defending his wife. In 
the Caribbean, a woman vaca¬ 
tioning in Puerto Rico re¬ 
ceived a 30-centimetre 
(foot-long) shark bite as she 
swam in a tourist haunt, the 
bioluminescent bay of 
Vieques. 

According to the Interna¬ 
tional Shark Attack File 
(ISAF), compiled at the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida, 79 unpro¬ 
voked shark assaults occurred 
around the world in 2010, six 
of which were fatal. 

This was the highest num¬ 
ber in a decade, amounting to 
an increase of 25 percent on 
2009, when there were 63 at¬ 
tacks with six fatalities, and 
49 percent over 2008, which 
had 53 recorded attacks, four 
of them mortal. 

So far this year, there have 
been six deaths and seven 
cases of injuries, according to 
an unofficial toll compiled by 
AFP from news reports. 

Compared to deaths from 
smoking, road accidents, 
lightning strikes or even from 
other animals, the risk is 
minute, say experts. 

"The attention from shark 
attacks is completely over¬ 
blown," said Agathe Fefranc, 
a scientist with a French 
group, the Association for the 



Study and Conservation of 
Salachians (APECS), a cate¬ 
gory that includes sharks and 
rays. 

Marine biologists say there 
is little research into the 
causes of shark attacks but 
point to several possibilities, 
all linked to humans them¬ 
selves. 

No. 1 is quite simply the 
growth in mobility, with cheap 
air travel and package vaca¬ 
tions enabling people to swim, 
snorkel, surf or dive in places 
that previously had no human 
presence. 

David Jacoby, a specialist 
at the Marine Biological Asso¬ 
ciation (MBA) in Plymouth, 
southwestern England, said 
shark attacks were events that 
had local causes and often 
were poorly investigated, if at 
all. 

One case that stands out 
occurred in the Egyptian re¬ 
sort of Sharm el-Sheikh, 
where sharks made five at¬ 
tacks in a week in November- 
December last year, one of 
which was fatal. 

The finger of blame was 
pointed at a passing livestock 
transport ship that had 
dumped sheep carcasesses 
overboard and at operators 
who illegally fed sharks to 


thrill the tourists. 

Another question — but 
again, lacking sufficient data 
to answer it - is the impact on 
shark behaviour from over¬ 
fishing and from global warm¬ 
ing, which affects ocean 
temperatures and currents. 

"We know that these ani¬ 
mals are opportunistic and 
they go to where food sources 
are available, and those re¬ 
sources do move, and they are 
dependent on currents, nutri¬ 
ent-rich patches," said Jacoby. 

"It's not just sharks that do 
this, but all large pelagic pred¬ 
ators are drawn to areas where 
there is high food availability. 
But whether this is a case of 
increased human activity is 
unclear." 

A hugely successful fish in 
evolutionary terms, with a lin¬ 
eage dating back more than 
400 million years, the shark is 
under relentless attack from 
humans themselves. 

A third of open-water shark 
species, including the great 
white and the hammerhead, 
are facing extinction, driven in 
part by demand in Asia for 
shark-fin soup, according to 
the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature 
(IUCN).

Ecstasy could treat cancer: 


LONDON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers in Britain revealed 
Friday they are exploring 
whether the nightclubbers' 
drug ecstasy could be effec¬ 
tive in treating blood cancers. 

Scientists at the University 
of Birmingham in central 
England said modified forms 
of the drug boosted its ability 
to destroy cancerous cells by 
100 times. 

Six years ago, researchers 
found that cancers affecting 
white blood cells appeared to 
respond to certain "psy¬ 
chotropic" drugs. 

These included weight loss 
pills, Prozac-type antidepres¬ 
sants, and amphetamine de¬ 
rivatives such as MDMA — 
commonly known as ecstasy. 

The Birmingham scientists 
said their discoveries since 
then could lead to MDMA de¬ 
rivatives being used in patient 
trials. 

The derivatives could be 
effective in treating blood 



cancers such as leukaemia, 
lymphoma and myeloma. 

"This is an exciting next 
step towards using a modified 
form of MDMA to help peo¬ 
ple suffering from blood can¬ 
cer," said Professor John 
Gordon, from the university's 
School of Immunology and 
Infection. 

"While we would not wish 
to give people false hope, the 
results of this research hold 
the potential for improve¬ 
ments in treatments in years to 
come." 

The team found that the 
dose of MDMA required to 
treat a tumor would prove 
fatal, so they set about isolat¬ 
ing the drug's cancer-killing 
properties. 


They are now looking at 
ways to get MDMA mole¬ 
cules to penetrate cancer cell 
walls more easily. 

Doctor David Grant, scien¬ 
tific director of the Leukaemia 
and Lymphoma Research 
charity, which part-funded the 
study, said: "The prospect of 
being able to target blood can¬ 
cer with a drug derived from 
ecstasy is a genuinely exciting 
proposition. 

"Many types of lymphoma 
remain hard to treat and non¬ 
toxic drugs which are both ef¬ 
fective and have few side 
effects are desperately 
needed." 

The findings are published 
in the bi-monthly journal In¬ 
vestigational New Drugs.

India’s top court allows 

'passive euthanasia' 


NEW DELHI — India's 
Supreme Court ruled that life 
support can be legally re¬ 
moved for some terminally ill 
patients in a landmark ruling 
that will allow "passive eu¬ 
thanasia" for the first time. 

The judgement came dur¬ 
ing a hearing into the case of 
former nurse Aruna Shan- 
baug, who has been in a veg¬ 
etative state in a Mumbai 
hospital since being raped 
and strangled with a chain 
while at work 37 years ago. 

A plea by journalist and 
friend Pinki Virani to stop her 
being force-fed was rejected 
by India's top court on the 
grounds that Virani was not 
eligible to make the demand 
on Shanbaug's behalf. 

But withdrawing life sup¬ 
port could be allowed under 
exceptional circumstances, 
provided the request was 
from family and supervised 


by doctors and the courts, a 
two-judge bench in the 
Supreme Court said. 

"We agree ... that passive 
euthanasia should be permit¬ 
ted in our country in certain 
situations," the court said in 
its ruling, adding that "we are 
laying down the law... until 
parliament makes a law on 
the subject". 

The ruling gives some 
legal clarity in India in an 
area that has posed legislators 
and judges all over the world 
with moral dilemmas thrown 
up by modern medicine 
which can keep alive se¬ 
verely injured or handi¬ 
capped people. 

In the case of a person in a 
permanent vegetative state 
and unable to speak for them¬ 
selves, such as Shanbaug, a 
request to withdraw life sup¬ 
port should come from fam¬ 
ily or a spouse, the court in 


New Delhi ruled. 

The request 
should then be re¬ 
viewed by the 
local High Court, 
which would rely 
on the opinion of 
a court-appointed 
panel of three 
doctors who 
would examine 
the patient and 
speak to hospital 
staff. 

The supervision was re¬ 
quired to prevent "unscrupu¬ 
lous" family members 
attempting to kill off wealthy 
relatives, the Supreme Court 
said. 

Laws on euthanasia or as¬ 
sisted suicide, in which pa¬ 
tients are helped by doctors to 
end their own lives, vary 
across the world. 

In Europe, Luxembourg, 
the Netherlands and Belgium

self-starvation to the point of death 

have legalised it under strict 
conditions, while in Switzer¬ 
land a doctor can provide a 
patient who wants to die with 
lethal medication that the pa¬ 
tient takes by him or herself. 

In India the only exception 
to the law on self-starvation 
is the religious practice of 
"santhara," which sees eld¬ 
erly believers from India's 
minority Jain religion give up 
food and water until death. 
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Reports: Maid sought to settle 
Strauss-Kahn case 


NEW YORK (AFP)-US pro¬ 
secutors are looking into 
claims that the lawyer for a 
hotel maid accusing former 
IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn of sexual assault offered 
to hinder criminal proceedings 
in return for a pay-off, reports 
said yesterday. 

The Wall Street Journal 
Journal, citing unnamed 
sources, said Kenneth Thomp¬ 
son, the lawyer for Sofitel 
hotel maid Nafissatou Diallo, 
said he would work to see that 
the criminal trial foundered in 
return for a civil settlement. 

A similar story in the online 
Daily Beast news site quoted 
unnamed sources close to the 
case saying that settlement 
talks took place in mid to late 
June. 

The prosecutor's office said 
it had no comment on the re¬ 
ports. There was no immediate 
reply to a request for confirma¬ 
tion from lawyers for Diallo 
and Strauss-Kahn about the 
claims. If true, the reports 
would raise further doubts 
about Diallo's credibility ahead 
of a key hearing on Tuesday at 
which prosecutors are expected 
to announce whether or not 
they intend to pursue the case. 

The arrest of Strauss-Kahn 
in May on charges of attemp¬ 
ting to rape the housekeeper 
sent shock waves through 
France — where he was a lead¬ 
ing politician — and the Inter¬ 


national Monetary Fund, from 
which he soon resigned. 

But the prosecution's case 
has unraveled in recent weeks 
after the New York District At¬ 
torney's office said there were 
problems with Diallo's credi¬ 
bility, a key factor in a trial 
where she would be the main 
prosecution witness. 

The Journal reported that 
prosecutors had requested that 
Thompson — who filed a civil 
suit against Strauss-Kahn on Di¬ 
allo's behalf last week — supply 
them with information about 
any settlement negotiations. The 
newspaper said Thompson de¬ 
nied any claims of settlement 
talks and quoted him as saying: 
"We look forward to trying this 
case before a jury." 

Diallo has accused Strauss- 
Kahn of sexually assaulting 
her on May 14 in his suite at 
the Sofitel hotel in Manhattan, 
and the civil suit filed earlier 
this month, seeking unspeci¬ 
fied damages, accuses him of a 
pattern of assaulting women in 
hotel rooms. 

Strauss-Kahn has denied 
the allegations, and his lawyers 
have said Diallo, a Guinean 
immigrant, fabricated the 
claims in order to extract pay¬ 
ment. 

Prosecutors say Diallo lied 
about being raped in her native 
Guinea, or changed the story, 
filed a false tax return and lied 
on her asylum application. If 


correct, these revelations 
would likely give ammunition 
to Strauss-Kahn's lawyers dur¬ 
ing cross-examination, when 
the defense has only to show 
reasonable doubt. 


Guyana moves 
to counter rise 
in gold mining 
crime 


GEORGETOWN (AFP) - 
Guyana's police said yester¬ 
day they have sent reinforce¬ 
ments to remote gold mining 
areas to counter an increase in 
crime as the precious metal 
has hit record prices above 
$1,800 an ounce. 

"It definitely has to do 
with the increased price for 
gold," Police Commissioner 
Henry Greene told AFP after 
a string of robberies and mur¬ 
ders, including a miner and 
his son killed in an argument 
over money. 

Greene declined to say 
how many reinforcements 
had been deployed, but con¬ 
firmed that two new police 
stations were under construc¬ 
tion and that all-terrain vehi¬ 
cles had been sent in to aid 
the crackdown. 

Most of those killed and 
robbed have been Brazilians, 
many of them working ille¬ 
gally in the lawless forests. 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Former Colombian senator 
Piedad Cordoba, a prominent 
hostage mediator between the 
government and FARC rebels, 
plans to leave the country after 
threats on her life, a colleague 
said yesterday. 

"She received information 
about an imminent plan to as¬ 
sassinate her. In this context, 
she told us she was leaving the 
country," Ivan Cepeda, a mem¬ 
ber of Cordoba's organization 
Colombians for Peace, told 
local radio stations. 

He told AFP she may have 
left Thursday afternoon, but 
did not have any further details 
on where she was going or for 
how long. 

Cepeda said the threats 
against the leftist Cordoba had 
intensified following her pub¬ 
lic rift with former rightwing 
president Alvaro Uribe, who 
on Thursday told a congres¬ 
sional committee that his gov¬ 
ernment had investigated 
Cordoba's links to alleged 
Venezuelan meddling in the 
country. 

Uribe had tense relations 
with Venezuela's leftist Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez, whom he 
accused of sheltering FARC 
militants, charges denied by 
Caracas. 

Uribe's successor, President 
Juan Manuel Santos, has 
sought to mend ties between 
the two neighboring countries.

Cordoba's lawyer, Luis 
Guillermo Perez, confirmed 
she has been receiving threats, 
telling local media that "the in¬ 
timidation has been constant, 
and she was told an attack was 
being planned to kill her." 

Since 2007, Cordoba has 
served as a mediator in hostage 
negotiations with the Revolu¬ 
tionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) — Latin 
America's oldest rebel move¬ 
ment — and the government it 
has been at war with since 
1964. 

But Colombia's Congress 
expelled her last November, 
saying she had gone too far 
and was aiding the leftwing 
rebel group. She has since re¬ 
peatedly said that her life is in 
danger from Uribe's support¬ 
ers. 


Freak storm kills five 
at Belgian rock test

LONDON (AFP) - Gold 
spiked to another all-time high 
this week as slumping global 
stock markets sent investors 
fleeing for the safe-haven pre¬ 
cious metal while industrial 
commodities dived on the back 
of a weak demand outlook. 

World equities took another 
beating on Friday but after 
massive losses there were 
some signs of stabilisation as 
investors tentatively looked for 
bargains. 

Investment bank Morgan 
Stanley on Thursday warned 
that the United States and Eu¬ 
rope stood dangerously close 
to recession and that growth in 
the big emerging economies 
would be slower than ex¬ 
pected. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Hewlett- 
Packard shares plunged 20 
percent on Wall Street on Fri¬ 
day after the world's top per¬ 
sonal computer maker 
announced a strategic shakeup 
that includes spinning off its 
PC business. 

Shares in the Palo Alto, 
California-based company 
were down 20.43 percent at 
$23.48 in early afternoon trad¬ 
ing, wiping more than $12 bil¬ 
lion off the firm's market 
capitalization.

Deutsche Bank analysts 
said the HP moves raised "red 
flags" and recommended that 
investors sell the stock.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Bank 
of America, the biggest US 
bank, will cut about 3,500 
jobs by the end of September, 
a company spokesman said 
Friday. 

BofA spokesman Scott 
Silvestri said the reductions 
are being made "to meet the 
opportunities in the market¬ 
place," and not part of a drive 
to refocus the bank, which 
posted a second-quarter $9.1 
billion loss due to a settle¬ 
ment over subprime mort¬ 
gage claims. 

"The reductions are not 
part of a company wide initia¬ 
tive (New BAC) announced 
earlier this year which is fo¬ 
cused on driving our cus¬ 
tomer-oriented strategy and 
financial results," he said. 

The spokesman said the 
international company, the 
largest US bank by deposits, 
began notifying employees 
recently. 

The latest round of job 
cuts, which Silvestri said 


were across all lines of the 
bank's business, is in addition 
to about 2,500 reductions 
made so far this year, he said. 

BofA operates in more 
than 40 countries and had 
about 288,000 employees on 
December 31, 2010, accord¬ 
ing to its annual report. 

The spokesman did not 
mention plans for additional 
cuts. 

The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported Friday that "at least 
10,000 jobs are likely to be 
eliminated," citing a person 
familiar with the situation. 

On Monday BofA an¬ 
nounced it would sell its $8.6 
billion credit card portfolio in 
Canada to TD Bank Group 
and end European card activ¬ 
ities. 

The bank, based in Char¬ 
lotte, North Carolina, said it 
would exit its credit card 
businesses in Britain and Ire¬ 
land, which combined have 
$12 billion in loans and more 
than 4,000 employees.

Pope leads service recalling sins, 

child abuse 


MADRID (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI, seated before a 
sea of cheering young pil¬ 
grims in Madrid, led a service 
Friday recalling Christ's cru¬ 
cifixion and the world's sins, 
including rape and crimes 
against children. 

The 84-year-old pontiff 
presided from a vast white 
stage in city's Plaza Cibeles 
square over the Stations of the 
Cross ritual marking the tor¬ 
ments of Jesus Christ's cruci¬ 
fixion and then his 
resurrection. 

It was a solemn moment in 
the mostly street party-like at¬ 
mosphere that has overtaken 
the Spanish capital with more 
than a million Catholic pil¬ 
grims joining the August lb- 


21 World Youth Day festivi¬ 
ties. 

Protests have nevertheless 
broken out nearby in the city 
as some Spaniards vented 
anger over the money spent at 
a time of sharp economic 
pain, with more than 45 per¬ 
cent of under-25 year olds 
registered unemployed. 

Benedict first passed in his 
popemobile by 15 religious 
statues collected from around 
Spain, some dating back to the 
early 17th century, depicting 
14 stations of Christ's ordeal, 
and a weeping Virgin Mary. 

The elaborate works of art 
were spread along a 700- 
metre (nearly half-mile) route 
on Paseo de Recoletos av¬ 
enue. 


Dressed in a white cassock 
and scarlet cape, draped with 
a gold and scarlet stole, and a 
white skullcap on his head, 
the smiling pontiff then took 
his place on the stage to deaf¬ 
ening cheers from waving pil¬ 
grims. 

The Roman Catholic 
Church is struggling to deal 
with rising anger and a string 
of lawsuits following thou¬ 
sands of child abuse claims in 
Europe and the United States. 

Benedict's ever stronger 
denunciations of abuse are 
bringing some changes, how¬ 
ever, and national bishops 
conferences around the world 
are set to come up with com¬ 
mon guidelines against pae¬ 
dophiles by May 2012.

Wreck of 16th century 
Swedish warship 
found in Baltic 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - The 
wreck of a Swedish warship 
that historians hope is the 
Mars, head of king Erik 
XIVs fleet before it sank in 
the Baltic in 1564, has been 
found off Sweden's coast, 
museum officials said on Fri¬ 
day. 

A team of divers discov¬ 
ered the wreck at a depth of 
75 metres (250 feet), 10 nau¬ 
tical miles (18.5 kilometres) 
north of the Swedish island 
of Oland, Stockholm's mar¬ 
itime history museum said in 
a statement. 

The find came after sev¬ 
eral years of research. 

"Everything suggests that 
it is indeed the Mars that we 
have found," Richard Lund- 
gren, one of the divers, said 
in the statement. 

"The size and the age of 
the ship correspond," with 
historical records, he added. 

A stack of com, the sym¬ 
bol of the Swedish royal fam¬ 
ily at the time, was found 
engraved on a cannon, pro¬ 
viding another strong clue. 

"This is a wreck we have 
waited a long time to see," 
said Andreas Olsson, head of 
the museum's archaeology 
department, practically cer¬ 


tain that the find is indeed the 
ship described as "mythical" 
by the museum. 

The remains of the ship 
will be important for re¬ 
search, he added, particularly 
in comparison with other re¬ 
covered finds of historical 
importance, including the 
Swedish Vasa which was 
sunk in 1628, and the British 
Mare Rose which went down 
in 1545. 

Equipped with 107 can¬ 
nons and a crew of 800, the 
Mars was one of the biggest 
ships of its day. 

Just a year after being 
launched it was sunk in May 
1564 during a major battle 
against the Danish fleet. 

More than 450 years later, 
the experts think the Mars 
has reappeared and "it seems 
to be well preserved," though 
with a hole in its side, Olsson 
told reporters. 

The local Kalmar prefec¬ 
ture has decided to ban div¬ 
ing and fishing in the area to 
allow the divers and archae¬ 
ologists to continue their 
work. 

The beautifully restored 
Vasa is now a major tourist 
attraction in Stockholm.

England takes control against 
India in cricket 


LONDON(AFP) - Ian Bell 
and Kevin Pietersen both 
scored hundreds to leave 
England in a position of utter 
dominance against India on 
the second day of the fourth 
and final Test at The Oval 
here on Friday. 

England were 457 for 
three at stumps, with Bell 181 
not out after Pietersen fell for 
175. It left England, whose 
run-fest delighted the bulk of 
a 23,500 capacity crowd, 
well-placed to complete a 4- 
0 series whitewash after re¬ 
placing India as the world's 
best Test side with a crushing 
innings and 242 run victory 
at Edgbaston last week. 

Bell and Pietersen put on 
exactly 350, surpassing Eng¬ 
land's previous best partner¬ 
ship against India, also for 
the third wicket, of 308 
shared by Graham Gooch, 
the team's current batting 
coach, and Allan Lamb at 
Lord's in 1990. 

It was also England's sev¬ 
enth largest stand for any 
wicket in all Tests. 

But the pair were eventu¬ 
ally separated when 
Pietersen, dropped on 102, 
fell to a fine return chance by 
part-time spinner Suresh 
Raina. 

England, with the score on 
447 for three, then bizarrely 
sent in nightwatchman James 
Anderson, three not out at 
stumps. 

Bell had batted for nearly 
seven hours, striking two 


sixes and 17 fours. 

After stumps, a delighted 
Pietersen told Sky Sports: 
"It's nice to be able to strike 
the ball like that today." 

And the South Africa-born 
batsman said he felt no disap¬ 
pointment at missing out on a 
double century. 

Both Bell and Pietersen 
scored their second century 
of the series Friday, with Bell 
having made 159 in a 319- 
run second Test win at Trent 
Bridge and Pietersen 202 not 
out in a 196-run first Test vic¬ 
tory at Lord's. 

Pietersen's 19th Test cen¬ 
tury took him level with 
team-mates Andrew Strauss 
and Alastair Cook and left 
him just three shy of the Eng¬ 
land record of 22 shared by 
Walter Hammond, Colin 
Cowdrey and Geoffrey Boy¬ 
cott. 

With Bell batting in clas¬ 
sic fashion and Pietersen's in¬ 
nings featuring several 
unorthodox shots, the pair 
made the most of ideal, sunny 
batting conditions on a typi¬ 
cally good Oval pitch. 

India's attack were unable 
to sustain the improvement 
that saw openers Cook and 
England captain Strauss dis¬ 
missed in Friday's morning 
session. 

Ishant Sharma needed just 
five balls to make it 75 for 
one when he had Cook 
caught at first slip by Viren- 
der Sehwag off a good length 
ball as England failed to add 


to their overnight score fol¬ 
lowing a rain-marred first 
day. 

Strauss managed just two 
runs in an hour Friday against 
disciplined bowling before, 
chasing a wide half-volley 
from seamer Shanthaku- 
maran Sreesanth, he was 
caught behind by India cap¬ 
tain Mahendra Singh Dhoni 
for 40. 

But England really took a 
toll of India's attack after 
lunch. 

Bell struck four bound¬ 
aries in five balls, including 
two cover-driven fours off 
successive deliveries from 
seamer Sreesanth — who em¬ 
barrassingly tried to verbally 
intimidate Pietersen. 

However, Sreesanth — 
who ended the day with one 
for 95 from 23 overs — in¬ 
sisted he was far from down¬ 
hearted. 

India took the new ball but 
it made no difference and 
Pietersen, 98 not out at tea, 
went to his hundred off the 
first ball after the break when 
he pulled a Sharma long-hop 
for four 

But next ball, trying to re¬ 
peat the stroke, he got a top- 
edge only for Gautam 
Gambhir, running back at 
mid-on, to drop the two- 
handed chance. 

Bell straight-drove two 
sixes in as many balls from 
Amit Mishra and the leg- 
spinner's 29 wicketless overs 
thus far had cost 129 runs.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Prosecutors on Friday said 
that baseball star Roger 
Clemens should face a new 
trial on perjury charges, say¬ 
ing their introduction of inad¬ 
missible evidence in his first 
trial was a mistake. 

Clemens had argued the 
showing of evidence already 
ruled out by the judge was a 
deliberate attempt to provoke 
a mistrial because the prose¬ 
cution's case was poor. 

In documents filed on Fri¬ 
day, prosecutors said it was 
merely an oversight when 
they introduced video testi¬ 
mony that a teammate once 
told his wife that Clemens 
confessed to using perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs. 

US District Judge Reggie 
Walton had already ruled that 
evidence inadmissible and 
declared a mistrial on the sec¬ 
ond day of testimony. 

"Appropriate redaction 
was the government's duty," 
the prosecutors wrote. "The 
government accepts responsi¬ 
bility for its oversight, and re¬ 
grets the burdens that error 
has placed on this court and 
defendant." But they argued 
the mistake was due to the 
press of other trial matters 
and was not intentional. 

Clemens has already ar¬ 
gued that a second trial on the 
same charges would violate 
his constitutional protection 
from double jeopardy. 

Often, however, a second 
trial is not considered double 
jeopardy if the defendant had 
requested a mistrial in the 
first proceeding. 

The exception would be if 


the judge finds prosecutors 
intentionally provoked the 
mistrial. 

Clemens, a seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner as his 
league's top pitcher, was 
charged with perjury, false 
statements and obstruction of 
Congress for telling a US 
House of Representatives 
committee under oath that he 
never used steroids or human 
growth hormone in his Major 
League Baseball career. 

Clemens, 48, was named 
in the Mitchell Report in De¬ 
cember 2007 as one of 86 


players who took perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs but he 
steadfastly denied the allega¬ 
tions and pushed for a hearing 
before Congress. 

Clemens, nicknamed 
"Rocket", is one of only four 
pitchers to have have made 
more than 4,000 strikeouts 
during his career. 

He won the World Series 
twice with the New York Yan¬ 
kees in 1999 and 2000. He 
also played for Boston Red 
Sox, Toronto Blue Jays and 
Houston Astros during his 23- 
year career.

Football: UEFA launches proceedings against Wenger 


LONDON (AFP) - Arsene 
Wenger faces a disciplinary 
hearing for allegedly breaching 
the terms of his touchline ban 
during the Gunners' 1-0 Cham¬ 
pions League win over Udi- 
nese, UEFA confirmed 
yesterday. 

Wenger, who was banished 
to the stands for Tuesday's tie 


as a result of his spat with 
match officials during last sea¬ 
son's Champions League clash 
with Barcelona, is accused of 
passing messages to the Arse¬ 
nal dugout. 

"Disciplinary proceedings 
have been opened against Ar¬ 
senal FC manager Arsene 
Wenger for not abiding by the 


decisions of the UEFA control 
and disciplinary body in rela¬ 
tion to the one-match suspen¬ 
sion he served during 
Tuesday's UEFA Champions 
League play-off game against 
Udinese," a UEFA statement 
said. 

During Tuesday's match, 
Wenger appeared to be re¬ 


laying messages to the Arse¬ 
nal bench via an assistant 
sitting next to him at the 
Emirates. 

Arsenal immediately con¬ 
firmed they plan to contest the 
charges, while Wenger admit¬ 
ted he was baffled by UEFA's 
decision to open a hearing. 
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
